construction and maintennace approv- 
ed by the lii(,latiire in a special session 
ended Saturday was a foregone con- 
clusion. 


They arc the Barney bill to qualify 


the state for $•!.;IIOO.OOO in federal funds, 
the Willies bill to free SI,000,000 for 
maintenance, and 
the Coleman bill 


providing $5!>0,000 for maintenance, re- 
pairs or the matching of federal aid 
moneys. 


Terms of Program 


The present highway system em- 


braces Mime 11.0011 miles of concrete, 
blacktop, ravel and dirt roads. Every 
line would be eligible for funds, in ad- 
dition to thousands of miles of coun- 
try mails not on the system, under 
terms of the far-reaching program.

WASHINGTON. — (/!>) — The United 


States Supreme Court held constitu- 
tional Monday provisions of the pub- 
lic holding company act requiring in- 
terstate holding companies to register 
with securities commission and sub- 
mit financial statements. 


Chief Justice Hughes delivered the 


opinion that affirmed a ruling by fed- 
eral circuit court at New York which 
upheld the registration requirement. 


The litigation involved directly an 


electric bond and share company and 
2(i subsidaries. 


"To escape penalty in enforcing pro- 


visions of the decree," Hughes said, 
"all that the defendants have to do is 
to register with the commission and as- 
sume obligations lo file a registration 
statement." 


"All their rights anil remedies with 


respect to oilier provisions of the statue 
remain without prejudice," 
Hughes 


declared.

American Discoveries 


The Mexican oil fields were discov- 


ered, for practical purposes, by Amer- 
icans. In 1900, E. L. Doheny and Char- 
les A. Canfield began exploration, and 
blew in their first practical well in 
i9U4, near Tampieo. Lord Cowdray 
and his Dutch Shell interests were 
close on their heels. 


The present phase of the problem 


began in 1917 when a new constitution 
was adopted by Mexico dcclarring for 
the nationalization of petroleum 
re- 


sources. 


The World War had dislocated world 


oil markets by withdrawing the Rus- 
sian fields from production, and the 
rush 
for oil that followed the war 


boosted the importance of the Mexican 
fields until at one time they were pro- 
ducing 25 per cent of the world supoly.

rRESCOTT, Ark.— Contracts calling 


for the graveling of the road from 
B'jdcaw to the county line have been 
approved by Wayne P. Fletcher, dis- 
trict WPA supervisor, and submitted 
to the state WPA officials. 
County 


Judge J. W. Bradley said that he an- 
ticipated no difficulty in securing the 
approval of the stale authorities. 


Approximately four miles of the 


Boclcaw road have already been grav- 
eled. A number of the first gravel 
contracts have been 
fulfilled, 
Mr. 


Bradley said, but he believes the sec- 
ond contracts will be approved by the 
time the remaining haulers have ful- 
filled their agreements. 


The second contracts call for Ihe im- 


provement of the road from the point 
where graveling by the first contracts 
ceased to the county line. The sec- 
ond contracts will carry the improve- 
ment about three miles further, mak- 
ing a total of some seven miles of 
graveled road. 


Work was begun on the Cale road 


about three weeks ago. Beginning at 
the Prescott end, workmen have, grad- 
ed and graveled about two and a half 
miles, completing the improvement as 
they go. It was said that three crews 
ol! men. seven WPA trucks and cquop- 
mcnt belonging to the county arc be- 
ing used on this work. 


This section of road was the subject 


of discussion at a meeting at Caney i 
church about a month ago when Pres- 
cotl Chamber of Commerce officials 
met with citizens of the Calc com- 
munity, Mr. Fletcher and the county 
judge to find means to speed ihc im- 
provement of the read, said in he al- 
most impassable after heavy i.iins. 


Judge Bradley said that many of the 


bridges which were washed out earlier 
in the spring have been replaced. Al- 
mcsl all the roads which serve as thor- 
oujjifaires for mail carriers or school 
buses have been placed in good con- 
dition. he said, leaving only a few 
smaller bridges on less important roads 
ilill to be rebuilt.

The following is one of a series of 


bulletins being released by the Ar- 
kansas Education Association through 
their Public Relations Committee to 
give to the people of the state definite 
information regarding their schools of 
the state. These questions have been 
asked by various citizens and are of 
interest to the state-at-large. 


Question!: How does the amount of j 


money spent in Arkansas for public 
schools compare with that of other 
states? 


Answer: Arkansas spends less per I 


child for elementary and high school i 
education than any other state in the 
Union. The average expenditure per 
pupil 
in daily attendance 
in the 


United States in 1935-Sti was S74.00. In 
Arkansas, it was $25. New York spent 
S134. 
States comparable in wealth to 


Arkansas sp^nt as follows: Mississippi 
$28; Alabama. $29; Georgia. $31; North 
Carolina, $31. 


Question 2: What factors determine 


the ability of a state 
to support 


schools? 


Answer: 
The wealth of the state 


and the income of its people. 


Question 3: How does the income of 


the people of Arkansas compare with 
that of other states? 


Answer: Dividing the income of the 


people of the state by the number of 
pupils enrolled, the quotient obtained 
is the income per pupil enrolled. In 
1933-34 this amounted to $736. 
The 


United States' average was $1900; nnd 
the lowest states as follows: Mississip- 
pi. SI95: Arkansas, $736; South Caro- 
lina. $752; Alabama, $773; North Caro- 
lina, $857. 


Question 4: What per cent of the in- 


come of Arkansas people is spent for

Before removing shrubs and be'cre 


planting new one, the appearance of 
the whole group should be planned 
and visualized, P. T. Ecton, extension 
horticulturist. University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture, suggests. 
In 


recent years, and especially around 
houses on small city lets, there has 
been a tendency to plant only the 
fine leaf evergreens, such as the ->r- 
borvitaes, junipers, or cedars. A mo- 
notonous appearance around the base 
of the house can be avoided by using 
more variety in the shrubs. The fine 
leaf evergreens are usually most ap- 
propriate at the accent points of the 
house, which are usually the corners 


ct' the house and the sides of the steps 
(';• dorway. In between these rmiy be 
vised the broad leaf evergreens such 
as the nandina with its attractive red 
berries; the euonymous, which may 
be trimmed to a shrub or left to 
stretch three or four dark green stems 
over the side of a chimney or over 
a bare spot on the wall; the Abclia, 
with its fall blooms; or even the wax 
leaf Ligustrum. 


The privets rarely do well around 


the house, especially in front, unless 
faithfully trimmed to keep under con- 
trol. Mr. Ecton advises. 


Mixed in with these broad leaf ev- 


ergreens may be the deciduous shrubs, 
such as the spireas, commonly called 
bridal wreath, which add their pro- 
fusion of white flowers early in the 
spring. This flowering shrub adds at- 
tractiveness to the bank of shrub 
growth and gives it a different ap- 
pearance each season. The bareness in 
the winter is covered by the nandina 
cr Abelia with which it mixes so 
readily, he points out.
